A ROWSLL OF FINANCE. 


Congressman Kowelt had something to 


say about sugar when be was in Decatnr. 
Of course he pretended to be proud of the 
republican party's legislation on that sub- 
ject. He went on to say that heretofore 
we have paid a tax of about $60,000,000 a 
year on the sugar we consumed. For sev- 
eral months the republicans have been 


11 ling to call It a tax In the case of sugar. 


Now, says Rowell, we have remitted this 
tax and in its stead we give the sugar men 
of the country a bounty of 83,000,000 a 
year. Rowell makes use of his knowledge 
of subtraction, and Informs his willing 
hearers that there is in this a saving of 
$52,000,000 a year to the people. "Almost 
a dollar saved to each man, woman and 
child In the entire country", he shouts, and 
the fellows In front of him applaud with 
all the mechanical vigor of a band of stage 
supes. Somebody says, "God bless the re- 
publican party," and the ring candidates tor 
the county offices swallow an indigestible 
amen. 


How about this saving $53,000,000 to the 


people of the United States? The tax on 
sugar went went into the treasury of the 
country, and In this It was unlike the tax 
on nearly every other article in the old 
tariff bill. In theory at least the money in 
the U. S. Treasury belongs to the people of 
the country. They use it to pay their just 
obligations. If the agents of the people 
are honest In the distribution of that money, 
the people have not lost it It would be 
just as sensible to say that a man has lost 
what money he puts into a perfectly solven 
bank. Yon take the proceeds of any tax 
that goes into the U. S. Treasury, and the 
people do not lose it 
It may be foolish to 


collect the tax, but it yet remains the prop- 
erty of the people. It is stored up Tor 
them, and they can draw upon it to pay the 
bills that stand against them as a nation. 


Heretofore, the people of the country paid 


into the treasury 960.000,000 a year on the 
sugar they consumed. But the money be 
longed to the people after it was paid in 
every dollar of it. Now the scheme is to 
collect from the people $8,000,000 a year to 
partly pay for the sugar they consume, bui 
not one dollar of this 88,000,000 belongs to 
the people. This sum will be turned over 
to the manufacturers of sugar in Louisiana 
and Kansas, for be it always remembered 
that not a stiver of the bounty will go to 
the men who grow sugar cauce. 


In one case we collect from ourselves SAO, 


000,000 which we turn over to our agents to 
be expended* for ourselves. In the othei 
case we make somebody a present of $3, 
000,000 for which we get nothing in return 
Rowell colls this a saving of $52,000,000 to 
the people. Well, the Napoleans of finance 
dont know anything compared with the 
Rowells If this man had only 100 such op- 
portunities to save the people 852,000,000 
he would send the Nation to the poor house 
in a year. 


Rowell proceeds on the assumption tha 


money that goes into the U. S. Treasury is 
lost,to the people. He has been watching 
Windom go into Wall street to buy up 
bonds at a premium of 25 per cent aud In 
addition to pay in'e est up to the first of nex 
July. And perhaps 
our 
Congressman 


knows a little of the inside workings o 
Joe Cannon's Appropriations Committee 
The money that goes into that treasury raaj 
be lost to the people, but it is a queer con 
fession for a republican Congresasman to 
make while his party fellows have contro 
of that committee. If the money that goes 
into the treasury is lost to the people, there 
may be some sense in Rowell's declaration 
that the sugar deal was asavlng of 853,000, 
000. 
Bat it would^also follow that we ba< 


better put another crowd to guard the treas- 
ury. 
1C the money that goes into the treas- 


ury reverts to the use of the people, then 
Rowell did an original feat in financiering 
when he declared that 852,000,000 was 
saved to the people by making some private 
parties a present of $8,000,000. 


And Rowell is the man who savs It is no 


necessary fora democrat to think!

Ou an ordinarily chilly day this time of 
year 150 tons are sold to farmers who haul 
the coal from 10 to 15 miles In wagons As 
the timber is being cut off the country folks 
find it cheaper to burn coal than wood, and 
it is likely that already the most of the 
farmers use coal for fuel. 


The general business of the Decatur coal 


company is better now than a year ago. 
The amount of coal sold iu September this 
year was 3,000 tons larger than the sime 
month last year. About 18 teams are kept 
busy all the time hauling coal frora the 
shafts. There will b* more when tbe 
weather is colder.
